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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action 
can be found in a prior Office action. 

2. Claims 1, 3, 21-23, 25-27 and 57 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over STROBBEL et al. (6,60,258), for reasons as of record. 
And further, as to the limitation of means for obtaining a process gas by mixing, 
STROBBEL discloses the treated fluids can also be a gas (col. 1, lines 20-21) and 
the cleaning of stack gases (to be interpreted as the mixing of air with pollutants 
resulting in a processed gas) in the related art (col. 1, lines 43-65), as such the 
above means limitation is read in STROBBEL's teachings. 

3. Claims 6-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
STROBBEL '258 as applied to claims 1, 3, 21-23, 25-27 and 57 above, and further 
in view of HIROSE et al. (3,924,139), for reasons as of record. 
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4. Claims 27 and 28 and 59 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over DUNN et al. (5,900,211), for reasons as of record. And further, 
as to the limitation of means for obtaining a process gas by mixing, DUNN 
discloses the treated fluids can also be air (col. 1, lines 17-22) and the air is 
contaminated with organisms (to be interpreted as the mixing of air with organisms 
resulting in a processed gas), as such the above means limitation is read in DUNN's 
teachings. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments filed 14 December 2004 have been fully considered 
but they are not persuasive for reasons as set forth in the above paragraphs.
